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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 47, 51, 57 and 61 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, 
because the specification, while being enabling for an immunogenic or immunoreactive 
composition, does not reasonably provide enablement for a vaccine, for reasons of 
record. Applicant has amended the claims to recite "for use as a vaccine in immunizing 
an individual against hepatitis E virus (HEV)", but this does not address the issue of 
undue experimentation required to find the compositions that are effective in protecting 
against disease when used as a vaccine in immunizing an individual against HEV. The 
claims would be allowable if they recited "for use in producing an immune response 
against hepatitis E virus (HEV)." 

Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 8/26/2005 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of
